This 
notion was expressed several times in the Iremeedous flood 
qI cojtdolences given by inte^lectuails, ariisls, ond others 
ociivie in the Fields cf inanga, lilnn, iriusic, and publishing when 
OsamuTeiuira passed away Ihirieen yeai$agO-At the time, nny 
grief over Iris death Mras so fresh I dismissed the idea as mere 
science'ficiion fancy. Laier, however, as I began sorting 
through Osamu Tozuia's legacy, 1 truly came to believe 
"Tefuke was a space allea'-it was. the only adequate way ol 
explaining his extraordinary aiistiy. 

Look at Phoemx. I won't go into an arxatysis of the 
story; rather, J wiFI just point out that it is one of ntany manga 
series he created, ihat during his career of fcny-odd years. 
Tezuka drew 150,000 pages like those you see here, Simple 
arilhnneljc shows this comes out to ten pages a day-wilhout 
a single day off! That's not alJr Tezuka also produced ever sixty 
animation titles (and Boy,for instance, a IV series with 

two hundred episodes, is counted here as just one lille]),Add 
to this over thirty books of prose, freciuent television and 
radio appearances, lectures, intewiews, and travels, irol to 
mention stints as producer or director at various expos and 
other events,,,It seems impossible that one person could 
have done it all,yet Tezuka did. Moreover, he did it all himself, 
viluelly without any help. Tben con^rder the breadth ol 
subjects and genres, ho lacklod: hisiorical works, 
contemporary issues, science liclion, politics, culture, 
education, character-based drama, epics, short stories, 
piciure books for toddlers, mysteries, psychodramas. Fantasy, 
nonsense, satire, and stories for boys, girls, young adults, and 
mature readers.,.in other words, everything under the sun. 

It is extremely unfortunate that Tezuka did not live to 
seo Ihe ^Isi contuiy, where so many of his stories are set. 


In ?00l, Japan entered an unprecedented economic 
recession, while Ihe U.S. was assaulted on September 11 by 
terrorist attacks that tar surpassed our wildest imaginings. 
These attacks then triggered the retaliatory war in 
AFghanisian, while in the Middle Tast the Israeli'Pale^inian 
conflict escalated lo new heights of violence. The 21sl century 
has gotten off to a horrific start, and now in 2002, the 
counidown to Armagedddn seems only to have accelerated. As 
gjobalizotion moves loiward, the world is gelting smaller and 
smaHer. If Tezuka were alive today, how wouFd he feel about 
all this? What kind ol message wouFd he send out to- children 
through his works? Sadly, this is something wo cannot know. 
Although Ibis of the fuiure lokes place far 
beyo-id our time, in the third millennium A.D„ Tezuka set 
>1siro 8oy's birthday in the opening years of the 21sl 
century-April 7,3003. to be exact-only hfty years ahead of 
the time Astnp Boy began serialization in 1S52. lust seven 
years after Ihe devastation of WorFd iWar II, when Japan was 
still a pour, scrabbling country, Tezuka imagined high-rises 
and undergrOiund cilies, expressways snaking between 
skyscrapers, TV plroaes, trips to the moort, masses of 
IndustriaF robots, and even a revolt by robots. IMany of these 
thift^ now aciusiFy exist in loday'i^ wortd, tending proof to 
Tezuka's astounding visionaiy powers. But even more 
extraordinary to my mind is the fact that, at a lime when 
Japanese dies were still in niirts, when Ihe Japanese people 
were living day-to-day ond hsnd-to-mouth, and as such pul 
economic recovery above all else.Tezuka-in such works as 
JcrrtgieTaiffef (which began serialization in 1950) and Asfnt) 
Soy-was addressing environmerttal issues, calling for 
coexistenco between human beings and other animals, end 
remitxdmg us to take care o! our precious plane! Earth,These 
themes, wtiich also dominate the Phoenix series, are the 
most, pressing and relevant issues facing huma nity today. That 
Tezuka's imagination could reach so far amidst Ihe reality of 
1950s Ja pa n is the miaik of gen ius. 

Tezuka coniinued working up to three weeks before his 
dealh.As his sheagth waned, and Fie became too weak even to 
sil up in b&A, he would still strode with all his might to rise, 
“I'm begging you, let me work!'' were his final words. 
His wile desperately tried to cairn him down, but Tezuka had 
always been a workaholic, a man who worked without rest. 
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What made Teivka m c&mpiflsivetif creative-, s& urge(rtli)f 
obsessive atxjul his 

lezu)ta e;KpeHlenced Wortd War II as a teenager. He 
spQhe of having seen antire neigtiibortiocids t4irnad into a saa 
of flames by bombs and ctianed corpses lying on the streets 
aftenNaids. He remembered (he deeply comforting sight of 
lights shining brightly in peopled homes Itbe ni^ ol August 
15,1345-tlre fiist night of peace. The war was linatly over, 
the blac}u)uts a Utirg of the past, aad he savored the raiurn 
of peace with profound gratitude. But at the same time, he 
Swore to himseff never to forget the tragic conscpuences of 
war, and to pass on his own expenertces of war lo tha diifdfan 
of the future. 

The next year, 1946, Teiuha was studyiag medicine at 
Osaka Jniversity and also made his debut as a professional 
manga artist. Afthoij|h he did tnillkant manga work and met 
with success. Tejuka finished hie studies as well aitd obtained 
a physician's hcense. Medicine was, then as now, a highly 
respected and economicaily stable profession, tn contrast, 
children's manga were dismissed as cheap entefteinmeni: 
moreover, only a handful of people could make a living from 
drawing them. Even so, end in spite of Ihe social condiiions 
of the time,Teiuke chose manga over medicine. 

Of course fie loved drawing manga, probably loved it 
more than arrything else, Bot ! befteve he wa& driven by 
something more than that: he chose mange because he felt 
It was his rnission to spread the message of peace and 
respect for life lo the chUdren of the future. And TeieKa 
probably knew, better than anyone efse. that he had staked 
his future on an amazing medium. Today, computerenhanced 
Hollywood movies a/e taking the world by sto/m. With 
computer graphics, people can morph easify into different 
shapes and interact in the same trame with dinosacis. Some 
say that manga and auimation have lost their advantages 
and been surpassed. But for those of us who have reed 
Tezuka's works, Hollywood has only now caught up, |ust 
barely, with the expressive capacity of manga. Over fifty years 
ago, Te;zuka knew that manga-back therr an an form slJtl in 
its inlancy-could express anything and everything the 
imagination oouJd conjure, from the mundane to the utterly 
fantastie. 

However, and this Is probably the same all over the 


world, manga has always been viewed as inferior to other an 
IcMms, such as painting, prose, music, and theater. Manga 
was denounced by adults, who cEaimed it had a bad influeuce 
on children, Tezuka battled against the censure of these 
adults all his Jrfe, ana this fight for acceptance was another 
driving force in his passion for work.. 

Some years ago, Japanese newspapers reported an 
incident in which chirdren were told lo bring all their manga 
books in school so they could throw them into a bg bonfire in 
the yard. Ties, recent book- burnings in Japan locuserl on manga. 
I don't Claim that all manga are good, fis with any other art 
Form, there is good work and bad work. But Tezuka, cnnscinus 
of the average adult's bias toward manga, worked indefatig^bly 
to Change that bias. Most importantly, of couise, he crested 
hi^-quality manga, but he also appeared frequently on TV, 
wrote essays and articles for magazines and newspapers, ar^f 
did everything else tie could in his crusade to bring manga the 
recognrtiooi it deserved as a fegrtimate art form. 

In the year Tezuka died, a national art museum held 
art Osamu Tezuka exhihition. No museum ol that stature had 
ever mounted a manga'/ol^tpd exhibition before. The cuitu/e 
of manga has been supported by many talented artists, mos^ 
of them inspired by Tezuka, and today, there are numerous 
mattga works that tar outstrip novels and ^Ims in popularity, 
scope, and ambition. 

The day after Tezuka passed away, a major newspaper 
eutogjzed him in an edilorfal, IH/hy do Japanese love manga 
so much? Farergners apparently find it very strange to see 
adults engrossed in weekly comic magazines on the 
train...Cno eKplanation for this is that, in their countries, they 
did not have Osamu Tezuka," Not onty was it extremely 
unusual far a major newspaper, let alone In an editorial, lo 
discuss manga or a manga artist, but this was pnsise of the 
hi^esi sort. Yes, manga in Japan today have earned a secute 
place as a respectaWe an form, 

Osamu Tezuka devoted his entire life to manga, and 
Ptioem is one of his repiesenlstive works. I hope you enjoy it.
